For example, 
recent tests have shown that lime- 
ot that won’t go through a four- 
mesh sieve—that is four spaces per 
inch— won't do any good in less 
than three years, whereas the kind 
that- will pass through a 50-mesh 
sieve is 100 per cent available, with- 
in a similar period.

A question often asked, especial- 
ly by those who have installed sep- 
tic tanks fairly recently, is whether 
there is any danger in running into 
such tanks soapy water, or water in 
which cleaning fluids have been dis- 
solved. 

The answer is that ordinary mild 
soaps, or any of the new “detergent 
cleaners” are not likely to cause 


any trouble. But care should be 
taken with the use of strong 
caustics or disinfectants, as the 


useful bacteria which work in the 
septic tanks are even more easily 
destroyed than harmful germs.

about the use of concentrated lye, —

Ethyl and methyl alcohol are in- 
flammable solvents, somewhat more 
so than turpentine but much less 
inflammable than gasoline, benzine 
and benzol. 

Highly Inflammable 

Gasoline and its related products 
are so highly inflammable that 
many states have regulations 
gainst storing them in the home. 
They give off highly inflammable 
vapors which can flow in invisible 
streams as far as 200 feet from 
their ‘source. 

Where the inflammable solvents 
are concerned the danger of fire is 
greater inside the home than out- 
side, since indoors there are more 
sources of ignition for solvent 
vapors, such as stoves, furnaces, 
ele@ ical appliances, and the like. 
Also there are more combustible 
materials to spread a fire. Accord- 
ingly, inflammable solvents should 
be used out of door wherever pos- 
sible. 

Care must be exercised to avoid 
generating static electrical sparks 
when pouring the solvents from 
one metal container into another 
or when rubbing cleaning fluid on 
fabrics, Jeather or other articles to 
be cleaned. By placing the pan or 
basin in which the fluid is to be 
used on the ground out of doors, 
static electricity may be conducted 
harmlessly off into the earth. Those 
who tend to minimize the danger 
of such static electrical sparks 
might bear in mind that even the 
tiny sparks generated by rubbing 
a cat’s fur have been known to 
ignite explosive solvent vapors. 

All the highly inflammable sol- 
vents should be stored outdoors, in 
approved safety containers, and

“Use 2,4-D With Caution” is the 
heading of an editorial in The 
Country Gentleman, which goes on 
to say that investigations made to 
determine where and how this weed 
killer can be safely used have shown 
that almost unbelievably small 
amounts will destroy plants that are 
especially susceptible. A picture is 
shown of a ruined tomato plant 
which was hit by a 2,4-Dj spray of 
one - third normal weed - killing 
strength.

The U. S. Dept. of Agriculture is 
increasing its investigations regard- 
ing 2,4-D,.which, while recognized 
as a mos. valuable weed-killer, can . 
be dangerous when _ improperly 
used. Most of the serious trouble 
has been the result of dusting from 
airplanes, with the dust drifting 
onto areas where it was not intend- 
ed to fall. Such dusting from planes 
has now been forbidden. The re- 
striction, however, does not apply 
to 2,4-D sprays.

In some of the states boys and 
girls are trying out a new livestock 
feeding project, and people are en- 
thusiastic about the results. The 
boy or girl buys an average lot of 
eeder steers or lambs from a uni-» 
form herd or band—the number de- 
pending on finances, equipment and 
feed supplies available.

letters, The Bible is a library .of 
literature. Ruskin said, “Read your 
Bible, making it the first morning 
business of your life to understand 
some portion of it clearly, and your 
daily, business to-obey it in all 
that you do understand.” 

Obedience to the Bible is the 
key to the appreciation of it. The 
Psalrhist said, “I have refrained my 
feet from every evil way, that 1 
might keep thy word.” Hence he 
could exclaim, “How sweet are thy 
words unto my taste! yea, sweeter 
than honey.to my mouth!” 

The Bible is composed of sixtv- 
six books written by men from vari- 
ous ranks and walks of life over a 
period of many centuries. But all 
point to the Lord and Saviour Jes- 
us Christ. John is very emphatic 
about it when he writes, “These are 
written that ye might believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; 
and that believing, ye might have 
life through His name.” 

The Bible is God's revelation to 
man. It is divinely inspired. Col- 
eridge said, “I know the Bible 1s 
inspired because it finds me at

Now, something for/ the poultry 
raisers.

In contrast to the above, the average advance of all wholesale 
pricesfrom July 1939 to July 1948 is 110%. 
It must be remembered that in 1939 live stock prices were low 
in relation to other products. It was to be expected that the 
advance in live stock products would be greater than the aver- 
age for all products. Nevertheless, the phenomenal advances 
recorded above inevitably give rise to the following queries :— 
1. Is the present level of live stock prices likely-to be maintained? 
NOTE: If the embargo on shipments to the United States is 
lifted, the immediate prospect is for still higher prices.* 
2. If, finally, there is to be a recession, will that recession be 
gradual or ‘vertical’? é 
NOTE: Following World War f, prices continuéd to advance 
for a period of eighteen thonths after Armistice Day 
(November 1918 to July 1920). Then a violent collapse 
of prices set in. 
3. If and when the decline comes, at what (approximate) level 
‘are prices likely to be ultimately stabilized? 
NOTE: At least one prediction seems safe,—viz. that prices of 


live stock products will not again sink to the levels of | 


the 1930’s. This for two reasons :— 
(a) that prices in the 1930's were abnormally low; 
(b) that the post-war dollar is equivalent to pre-war 


All three of the above questions are of the utmost importance 
to live stock producers and processors. But,—except for the 
inserted notes,—no one as yet has the answers. 

At the present time, complicated and unpredictable political 
factors seem to count-almost as heavily as the purely economic 
elements of the problem. 

One fundamental factor at some time will come into play. The 
world’s food is produced from year to year. At any one time, 
whether food supplies are sufficient depends upon the last crop. 
Ina period of short supply, people go hungry. But if a bountiful. 


crop follows, the hunger does not carry over. After a few days — 


(possibly weeks) of heavy eating, famished appetites are re- 
duced to normal appetites. Then the increased food supply will 
tend to bring prices back to normal (that is, normal as esta- 
blished by the new conditions). P 
The crop now being harvested in the Northern. Hemisphere is 
a bountiful (perhaps a record) one. This may prove to be the 
year, when mounting food prices will: turn downward. 


” 4 en 
Mention has already been made that net profit was the highest 
in the Company’s history. The record profit of the year is 
accounted for by the record advance in price (within the year) 
of most @# the products handled by the Company. In addition 
to the normal operating profit an ‘inventory’ profit accrued from 
the advancing prices. 


On January 2nd, 1948, the Canadian Meat Board announced an 
advance in the contract price of Wiltshire Bacon (to U.K.) of 
7c per Jb. This advance was immediately reflected in corres- 
ponding advances: in the price of Hogs and of domestic Pork 
products. . 
These advances (in domestic Pork products) led to widespread 
protests from housewives’ associations, which in turn led to 
the appointmgnt of a Select Committee of the House of Gom- 
mons, enjoined to examine into the causes of the advancing cost 
of living. 

The extent to which packinghouse costs, and particularly pack- 
inghouse profits, enter into these advancing food prices was a 
natural subject of investigation by this Committee. Packers 
were asked for voluminous reports coyering operations of the 
Industry over a period of thirteen years. 

The scope of the present Report does not permit a lengthy 
analysis of the data submitted, | but the essenial facts revealed 
may be summarized as follows :—_ : : 

1. That over a period of thirteen years (1936 to 1948, inclu- 
sive) the average net profit of the Packing Industry was 
1/7 of lc pes Ib. of product sold. aia 

2. That the highest profit in any one year was 1/5 of Ic per 
Ib. of product ef 

3. That in the rapidly advancing costs of meat, packinghouse 
profits have played no part. Within the three-year period 
1946 to 1948, the retail price of major Beef cuts advanced 
approximately 20c per lb., and Pork cuts approximately 
19c per Ib. =n Cai packinghouse profits in the same three 

years had been respectively 1/12c, t/7c and 1/7c per Ib.t 

4. If the Packing Industry had made no profit whatever, the 
relief to the consumer could not have been noticed. 

5. The advance in meat prices was due entirely to advancing 
costs of live stock. These advances. were brought about 
by conditions of supply and*demand. Packers do got and 
can not influence either supply or demand, and therefore 
have no part in determining the general level of live. 
stock prices. a 
For instance, during the depression of the early 1930's, 
packers could do nothing to advance prices. They were 
able to pay for the live stock only what they were able to 

et back for the meats (and by-products). 

‘onversely, at the present time packers can do ‘nothing to 
alleviate the high costs of meats, which are due to a world 
shortage of all foods, especially live stock. 

6. The operations of the Packing Industry, both in buying 
and selling, are carried on under conditions of keen and 
constant competition, 

The live stock which is the packer’s raw material is pur- 
chased upon the various caveats throughout Canada, On 
each market numerous packer buyers compete for the live 
stock. The producer is represented by a commission man, 
The commission man is an expert judge of live stock, and 
his job is to get the highest possible price for the animals 
consigned to him for sale. That he is competent to do this 
is evidenced by the speed at which prices are forced up 
when supplies are short of demand. (Example,— Within 
a period of four weeks,—between May 8th and June 8th, 
1948,—the price of Cattle in Canada was forced up 4 to 5 
cents per Ib.) 

After processing the live stock, the packer sells the meats 
to the retail butcher. Here again the transaction is one in 
which the keenest competition prevails. Each retailer is 
called upon each week by many packer salesmen, and the 
retailer naturally trades down each salesman against the 
others. In the end the retailer divides his order amongst 
several salesmen, selecting from each those products for 
which his prices are lowest, value considered. 

The fact is not generally realized that there are mo esta- 

blished prices either for live stock or for meats. Each 

purchase and each sale is a separate ‘bargain’,—in which 
the buyer and seller compete, the one to reduce the price 

a fraction, and the other to advance it a fraction. 

. it is this keen and continuous ‘bargaining’ which explains

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carried on. This. small percentage upon sales, however, —__ 
does not mean that the Industry is necessarily unprofitable, 
In the year under review, capital was turned over approx- 
imately eight times, so that a profit of 91 per cent on sales — 
yielded a retutn of aproximatel 7.3 Jet cent upon capital. 
However, the small margin of proht does enforce effici- 
ency. While a profit of 1 per cent on sales yields an adde- 
quate return on capital, a loss of 1 per cent. if continued, «© 
means ruin. The record-of the Packing Industry in Canada 

is strewn with the wrecks of companies which failed to 
keep pace with competitors, by this narrow margin. 


‘ LABOUR RELATIONS 


CoN 
In spite of the fact that a strike, lasting six. weeks, occurred 
within the year under review, Directors are pleased to report 
that in the main relations with Employees are cordial and co- 
operative. 
The Company Officers feel that the strike was the result of an 
unwise method of negotiation (on the part of the Union) which 
had been followed for four successive years. 
That method was the introduction of a strike threat at an early 
stage each time a new agreement was under negotiation. This 
comment is made, not by way of recrimination, but solely in the 
hope that a better method may be permanently established. Dis- 
cussions ‘with the Union are at point of completion as this Re- 
ort is being written, and there are good reasons to believe that 
oundations of such a method have been laid. 
In the discussions,'an increase of 9.6% in wage rates has been 
agreed upon. 
No. absolute standard has been devised by which to determine 
just what wage rates should be in any industry. But two criteria 
are commonly used :— : 
1. How do increases in wage rates compare with increases in 
living costs? . 
2. How do present rates compare with present rates in other 
industries? eee 
The following tables apply these criteria to the rates of Canada 
Packers :-— 
1. Comparison with Increased Living Costs

In August 1939, the Dominion Cost of Living 
Index stood at 100.8. It now stands (July 1948) 
at 156.9, an increase of 56.1 points, or - - 
The increase in rates is thus more than double the 
increase in the Cost of Living. 

However, this excess percentage (wages over cost 
of living) does not represent an equivalent in- 
crease in purchasing  aeaiboah Corrections must be 
made for advanced Income Tax rates (modified 
by Family Allowance payments) and for consid- 
erably shorter working hours. When all correc- 
tions are made, the increase in actual ee 
power of all hourly rated employees of the Com- 
pany works out at an average ‘of at least - 25% 

2. Comparison with Rates Paid in Other Industries. 

Comparison of packinghouse average rates with those of 
‘Canadian Industry generally is possible by reference to a 
report published monthly by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics.* That report includes wages of men and women, 
‘up to and re | foremen. Besides regular earnings, 
it includes such additional income as overtime premiums, 
night work premiums, and incentive bonuses.
